DETAILED ACTION 
References Cited 

1 . Dunaway et al. (US 5,099,306) show a structure of a stacked tape automated 
bonding (TAB) leadframe assembly (see Fig. 14). Nakashima et al. (US 5,717,252) 
shows a TAB substrate with the use of an adhesive (see Fig. 1 ) for example. Hubbard 
(US 6,051,887) teaches a semiconductor device including a single die tape which is 
used in TAB. Parthasarathi (US 4,997,517) shows a structure of a TAB single metal 
layer tapes (see Fig. 2) for example. Lyden (US 4,81 1 ,081 ) see a TAB structure in Fig. 
7). Similar to the above references are and Hodgson et al. (US 4,814,855), Okutomo et 
al. (US 5,359,222), Voss (US 4,827,376), and Gursky (US 4,234,666). However, the 
prior art(s) fail to teach having a five layer tape and the limitations as set forth in claim 1.
